Virginia and North Carolina Troops. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Dec. I7ch, 1872. 
“ditors Gbserrer 
It is not my wich to interfere between 
General Early and Hood in their con 
roversy as to whether Virginia or North 
Carolina had the larger number ol 
troops fighting on the soil of the for- 
mer, during the late civil war. But I 
find Gen. Early has fallen into severai 
palpable errors touching the North 
Carolina Cavalry, which I think it due 
to all concerned should be promptly 
corrected. After waiting thus long tor 
some one else to do so, I now undertake 
the task myself. 
ist. In his letter of the 15th inst., 
speaking of the battles around Rich- 
mond in 1862, and indicating the troops 
engaged, Gen. Early puts the whole 01 
the North Carolina Cavalry present at 
these battles at “five companies.” 1 
know of my own knowledge that the 
whole of the 1st North Carolina Caval- 
ry Regiment—consisting of 10 com 
ies and numbering nearly 900 men— 
was present and actively engaged. It 
was thisregiment that penetrated to ihe 
rear of McClellan’s line on the 30th of 
June and, under the lead of Col. L. S 
Baker in person, made the dashing 
charge at Willis’ Church. Tt was here 
that Capt. Crumpler fell and nearly 50 
others were killed or wounded. I also 
think there was other North Carolina 
Cavalry engaged in these battles. 
2nd. In alluding to the movement 
subsequent to the battle of Fredericks- 
burg, he speaks of the North Carolina

tins statement (no doubt uninten— 
ena) does gross injustice to North 
Carolina 
this State had httle or no Cavalry in 
Pennsylvania. Now consider the tacts: 


June 1863, when Kilpatrick made his 
reconnoisiunce in force to uncover the 
movement of Gen R. E. Lee. Then 
Was fought the battle of Brandy Sta- 
tion, the largest Cavalry engagement of 
the war, In this action North Carolina 
nad four fall regiments—1st And, 4th 
and oth; also several odd companies 
ancl fractions of regiments. All of these 
four regiments were in the Gettysburg 
Campaign, and were all either at the 
matte or in the vicinity on other duty. 
they all suffered dreadfully. The 181 
toast nearly 200 killed and wounded 
The 2ad and Sth each lost a comman- 
der (Col. Williams and Evans.) And 
he 4th wich started 600 strong, re- 
curned with less than 200 for duty. 

It probably escaped Gen Early, that 
‘wo of these regiments (4th and 5th) 
were under a Virginia officer (Gen. Ro 
b rtson) and hence his mistake. 

41h O the campaign of 1864 he says: 
There were then four Virginia Brigades 
ot Cavalry, and one North Carolina 
Brigade of the same arm, with the ar- 
my * „ „* 

At first we had only one regular or- 
sanized Cavalry Brigade in the army of 
Northern) Virginia. But during th 
entire war there were odd regiments 
ro parts of regiments serving with 
roops irom other States. At one time 
Dearing’s Cavalry Brigade (ot 
Virginia) was composed of North Caco- 
inians. One battahan of North Ca- 
rolinians served in a Georgia Regiment, 
(Col. Grillin.) Near the close ot the 
war, a 2nd North Carolina Brigade was 
ormed under Gen. Roberts. But after 
every cilort, we tuiled to get the North 
Carolina Cavalry all into State organi- 
zations. [remember a company trom 
Davie county, uader Capt. Clements 
(afterwards Lt, ol.) that served to the 
last in the 10th Virginia. 

It was tius thet our Cavalry lost its 
distinctive State characteristics and 
served to swell the rolls of other States. 

Sth. Gen. Early disposes of the Cav- 
dry thus; “ Phe preponderance of the 
Virginian Cavairy over all others arose, 
in great measure, irom the fact that the 
men had to keep themselves mounted. 
t their Own Cost, and that was a very 
dificult thing for men trom the States, 
South of Virginia, to do.“ 

Now assert as a tact well recognized 
in the Cavalry Commands in Virginia, 
chat this “dificult thing,” is just what 
the North Carolinians did do, more suc 


cesstuily than the Virgimians and * all 


others.” Virginia hai more regiments 
and brigades, but those from North 
Catohna had always—espcecially to— 
wards the close of the war, nearly double 
as full, and ever better mounted. And 
the reason in great part is the one given 


oy Gen. Early; but 1 draw trom 
very difletent conclusion; the 
Virginians dere toe near their homes, 


either to keep ther ranks full, or the 
men well mounted. Various reasons ex- 
isted for this; without in the ieast 
icHeeting on the courage of patriotism 
of the troops. With the North Car fi- 
nians the circumstances Operated just 
the reverse. It was tuo lar and the (x- 
pense too heavy, to go home to remount 
unless there Was an absolute necessity 
for it. Hence they took the best possi- | 
vie care of their animals. Ii their 
horses once got Gown in flesh cord: 
lien, they Were aptio lose chem. The 
Virginians managed most always 100 
iake or send them home. They could 
not ulways bring back thoroughly ser. 
viccabie ones; and it they did, there 
was not that great stimulus to Care for 
(hem that existed on the part of Norch 
Carolinians. 

I now dismiss the subject with this 
remark ; I see no occasion for either 
crilicisia or Complaint on the part of 
either State. They both did their whole 
duty; and it is only important that the 
truth should be koown,in order that 
the impartial pen of history may do 
eXact justice in the premises, For my- 
elt I may say, that while I cherish a 
strong Convicuion that the North Ca:o- 
lina troops did more than their full 
share of the bard. s cady fighting in 
Viryimia, I can never Cease to adie 
ne heroic Courage and fortituae with 
which the people of that State contin- 
ued to wialuitaln the unequal Contest, or 
the nobie generosity, with which they 
ever opened their hearts and their 
homes to adi Coniederate soldiers.

MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


Louisiana Citizens“ Committice In- 
terview with President Grant, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19—This after— 

noon the Louisiana Citizens’ Committee 

in accordance with previous arrange. 
ment through Attorney General Wi! 
liams, had an interview with President 

Grant in his business office at the Ex 

ecutive Mansion. 

The Committee having been intro- 
duced to President by Attorney Genera! 
Williams, Judge Campbell explained 
the purpose of their coming to Wash- 
ington, and gave a brief account of the 
condition of affairs in Louisiana—in 
consequence of which commerce was 
seriously affected, and trade generally 
so injured that the people are dismay- 
ed, and this “unfavorable condition of 
affairs not only injured that State. but 
other States having close business rela- 
tions with Louisiana. As there wes no 
prospect of a just and satisfactory so 
lution of the present trouble by means 
of the agency now at work, the people 
through the Committee asked that in 
this exigency Associate Justice Brad- 
ley, of the * Court of the United 
States, and Judge Woods, ef the Cir. 
cuit Court of the United States, may 
take charge of the Judicial administra- 
tion of the Circuit Courts sitting in 
New Orleans. 

Judge Campbell said that when he 
occupied a scat on the bench of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, he 
was twice requested by the Chiet Mag- 
istrate to perform such duty, in order 
that the force power and iniluence of 
the Court should be felt and suspected, 
and he also went there twice at his own 
instance. 

He did not know of a more serious 
condition of affairs than that which 
now existed in Louisiana, and could see 
no relief, except in the manner now 
suggested by the Judges whom he men. 
tioned, they having greater power and 
independence than the Judge who now 
presidea in the Circuit Court. The 
course he had indicated promised a 
solution of the difficulties, so far as the 
Judicial question was concerned. In 
the second place, the President of the 
United States, living twelve hundred 
miles distant from New Orleans, could 
not be expected to have knowledge 
of all the facts what the people of Lou- 
isiana wanted—what the President 
wanted and all good men desired, was 
the right of this matter about which 
there were conflicting statements and 
criminating remarks. 

The people of that State as represen - 
ted by the Committee Talso ask the Ex- 
ecutive of the United States to send to 
New Orleans three independent, impar 
tial, learned and just men to make a 
full inguiry into all the facts, to take 
testimony and thoroughly explore the 
situation; they desired that all the facts 
be reported to the President. Ile re- 

ted, what they wanted was a clear 
exact, truthful, honest investigation 
into all the matters involved, and they 
also ask that the President submit their 
memorial to Congress, together with 
the result of the invest:gation made in 
the manner indicated ; this memorial

No action was taken by the adminis- 
tration until the decree of the United 
States Court was attempted to be set 
aside or resisted by the late Governor 
of the State, then the United States 
Marsal was simply instructed to sce 
that the decree of the Federal Court 
was sustained, and the military forces 
were to be used if necessary to support 
the Federal authorities. He would not 
cel at liberty to make a request that 
Judge Bradley should go to New Or- 
icans, particularly as he is wanted here 

while the Court 3s in session, Although 
if the Court should make the request, it 
would meet with his approbation, 

Judge Campbell said there was bo 
authority under the Constitution and 
laws of the United States, for a Federal 
Court to intertere with the affairs of a 
State, such as had taken place in Lou 
isiana, and he biicfly alluded to the de- 
cree of the Court, ane its effect In seat- 
ing and unseating persons elected te 
oltice, 

The President during a colloquy 
with Judge Campbell said his under 
standing of the subject was, the Court 
lad merely decided who were the legal 
canyassers, and even if as stated in the 
case, the Court exceeded its authority 
in its decision, it will have to be res- 
pected until the decision shall be set 
aside by a superior court. 

It would be dangerous for the Presi 
dent to set the precedent of interfering 
with the decisions of Courts. 

Judge Campbell remarked if Judge 
Carter, Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia 
should undertake to count the votes for 
President and Vice President and de— 
clare who were clected to these offices, 
with the power of the government to 
support him, theact would be no more 
legal than the course pursued in Louisi 
ana, under the opinion of the Court, 
supported by the Federal power. The 
Committee did not ask the Peesident to 
decide anything, tacy only asked him 
4% Investigate the matter and comma - 
nicate to Congress the report of three 
mien selected by him fur the purpose. 

The President said he could not, 
Without the action of Congress, cmploy 
and compensate such men, 

Jadge Campbell said chere was so 
much patriotism involved, the gentle- 
men would trust to Congress tor com- 
pensation, 

The Presideat repeated, that without 
Congressional authority, such commit. 
fee could not administer oaths er com 
pel the atlendauce of witnesses, 

Judge Campbell said the committee 
couldfcommunicate with those acquaint- 
ed with ail the circumstances, and 
icarning the facts, report the truth what 
they wanted was responsible inquiry by 
men whom every body knew would tell 
the truth, 

The President repeated that such a 
committee should have authority by 
jaw, to send for persons and papers, and 
eXamine witnesses on oath, 

Judge Campbell asked whether the 
President would receive from the com- 
mittee the Jaw and the facts of the case. 
They did not wish to go outside of 
them. 

The President replied they would be 
examined by the Attorney Genera), if it 
was thought proper to do so. 

The Committee will hold another 
meeting to-morrow morning. The 
probable programme is, that a sub 
committee of five members will remain 
here in charge of the subject, and the 
remainder of the Committee will visit 
the great centres of trade, where they 
have business relations.
